From Chicago and Hew York 
I heard that Connick seemed to have son the run-off and I got to thinking, including 
about you. I intended to write but got busy with work and the problems of a bad storm 
andi it slipped my mind. 

If i do not know where you r-iay have travelled as a seaman, I am sure that where 

you were bom and where you live you never saw anything like we have just had. The snow 

was two feet deep in our lane until a short while ago when someone for whom lay -wife has 
done favors came with a machine for blowing snow attached to his tractor and made it so 
we can now drive in and out —unless and until we have such a storm again. One now seems 
likely in several days! 

It is good that you have leased your places of business, ^ou had worked hard long 
enough and it i3 right ti)at you should now enjoy yourself. You had much to which to look 
forward when I was last there. I remember your concern over the accident. You should now 
enjoy it. 

Whenever you want to go over anything in the Warren Commission testimony, if you do 
not want to SESy stay in the library to do it, they will make xeroxes for you for a 
cnarge. except tor the first cind last pages you will get two pages on one sheeto If you 
do tliis, you can always have it at home. I would offer to make such copies, but the machine 
± is very slow and costs considerably more per copy that the charges in libraries. 

I wish you 
well with it. You have copies of all the reports I have been able to find that refer 
to you. If you want anythizig else I have, let me know.

If you do, I think 
you should satisfy yourself tliat the FBI agunt who acted as translator did not take any 
liberties with what they testified to.
